The Democrats spent 20 
years working the country out of 
the paralysis created by former 
Republican administrations which 
never seemed to understand what 
the country had to have. Now, 
in two years, the Republicans 
have got another depression 
working. Even if it gets no worse 
it has hurt. And it can't get 
better because the Republicans 
don’t seem to understand how 
to govern. ...”” 


Paradox 


Sen. Bob Kerr looks less like 
a multi-millionaire oil man than 
any fellow you ever saw. In a 
gray cotton shirt and old-fash- 
joned suspenders, he looked like 
& prosperous small town farmer 
at the Sunday school picnic. 

Fact is, he was giving a pic- 
nic. He and his company, the 
Kerr-McGee Company, had some 
400 persons to an out-of-doors 
chicken barbecue, with al] the 
fixings. The celebration was a 
part of the ceremony attendant 
on the christening of the Kerr- 
McGee sea-going oil rig—which 
cost about $2,000,000 and which 
is his company’s blue chip in the 
tidelands oil race. 


Bob Kerr has always been a 
staunch Democrat. He was when 
his party was opposing the tide- 
lands oil legislation which took 
the offshore oil out of the gov- 
ernment reserve and opened it 
up to private development. _ He 
was a candidate for the presi- 
dency and if he had received the 
nomination he would have had 
to run on a platform which op- 
posed the tidelands develop- 
ments. 

In a way he is a fine example 
of all the diverse elements of 
labor and multi-millionaire oil 
people who, along with millions 
of other persons of conflicting 
interests and position, find a 
place under the Democratic 
Party banner. 


Trickle-Down 


It would never occur to Bob 
Kerr that the ‘‘trickle down from 
the top’’ philosophy of the Re- 
publicans is ‘one which. will fit 
this country. It never did>, Dur- 
ing the great era of development 
after the War Between the 
States, the constantly expanding 
frontier and the free land for 
homesteaders made it seem that 
the trickle-down theory was 
working. But it was that home- 
stead land which lured restless, 
discontented people ever west: 
ward and prevented that discon- 
tent from being concentrated. 


Today Bob Kerr sees develop- 
ments like the tidelands as a 
sort of frontier — making for 
more jobs and production. It is 
something of a paradox that ‘a 
Republican-controlled Congress 
gave the green light to the oil 
companies and that he remains 
a staunch Democrat. But he 
does. Many Democrats assisted 
the GOP oil decision. And Bob 
Kerr sees the Republicans as 
about to do a very considerable 
harm to the nation’s economy by 
its ineptness and its seeming un- 
awareness of what to him seems 
to be the real ‘meaning of free 
enterprise. 

So, looking ahead, he sees the 
Democrats as winning control of 
the House in the November elec- 
tions. He thinks they may even 
take over the Senate by a vote 
or two. 

“Ever see anything like the 
Republican administration?’’ he 
asked—and shook his head in 
negative wonder. 

“Can you imagine them doing 
what they’ve done?”’

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Ike Defends Stand 


On Power Question 


In a series of speeches in the Far West, 
President Eisenhower has thrown his full 
weight into the congressional campaign 
in support of GOP candidates. His per- 
sonal popularity will be used to the full- 
est to stem a tide that seems to be turning 
back to the Democrats. Ike will be the 
deciding factor if the GOP does recap- 
ture Congress. 

The President is defending his admin- 
istration in the fields in which it is 
vulnerable. 

Dedicating the giant McNary Dam on 
the Columbia River—a project authorized 
and started under the Democrats—the 
President said that the . administration 
would not withdraw from the power field 
and that there would be new starts on 
planned projects. 

The facts are, though, that the admin- 
istration has not provided for new starts 
and none is now listed. In the backdrop 
of his address, too, could be heard the 
raging controversy over the Dixon-Yates 
contract, which is interpreted as an open- 
ing wedge in planned destruction of 
the TVA. 

The President’s stand on the power 
issue is middle-of-the-road. But words 
and deeds are two separate things. What 
the administration does is the final test. 

The giant dam on the Columbia River 
is one of a series that has harnessed the 
greatest potential source of waterpower 
in the world. The development, as did 
the TVA, has revolutionized an entire sec- 
tion of the country. It has resulted in 
reclamation of millions of acres of desert 
lands and has contributed to an industrial 
growth that has added billions to the 
national economy. 

There is no argument about results 
of these public power projects. They are 
visible and concrete. The disagreements 
dome about over who’s to distribute the 
power. 

There is very little argument, either, 
about their value in conservation and 
flood control. 

The economic life of a whole region 
shas been revitalized by the Columbia 
River developments. Whether it would 
ever have been done except as a federal 
development is unlikely. Local needs 
count for little when money is not avail- 
able to fill them. 

The country’s power needs will con- 
tinue to grow. They will be met one way 
or another. Where private enterprise can 
do the job adequately and at a cost the 
‘people can afford, by all means it should 
-be encouraged_to do so. If it falls down 
‘on the job, the need for power will still 
‘exist and the people will look to govern- 
‘ment to fill the void.

83rd Congress Launched 
Its Share of Probes-215 


The 83rd Congress has made its con- 
tributions to history and its record, good 
or bad, is now under study by the nation. 

‘There is one thing for sure, it left no 
stones unturned in its efforts to investi- 
gate every phase of American life and 

' Bovernment. 

: According to Congressional Quarterly, 
the 83rd launched 215 probes, some of 
them still in progress. While their accom- 
plishments are subject for debate, senators 

; and representatives made more noise and 

_Yaised more questions than the public 

‘ could take all at once. 

‘' Considering the ‘number of probes, 

' : however, the actual results at first glance 

‘ appear to be meager. The best remem- 

bered, of course, will be the furious Army- 

McCarthy hearings. It was also quite pro- 

. ductive—of headlines and a feeling of na- 

tional shame. 

Many of the in 
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have led to reforms and changes in the 
pattern of life and government. They 
have served useful purposes. They have 
uncovered such scandals as Teapot Dome 
and incompetence and corruption in public 
life. 

During the administration of President 
U. S. Grant, Congress carried out 37 in- 
quiries that led to many reforms and safe- 
guards against corruption in government. 
As the nation has grown and government 
along with it, there have been more and 
more probes into its complexities. 


From the earliest days, controversy 
over Congress’ investigative powers has 
raged. The probes continue and will re- 
main an important function of the law- 
makers. It is imperative, though, that they 
be kept within bounds and that they do 
not encroach into the fields of the execu- 
tive and judicial branches to the point of 
destroying our balance-of-power concept 
of government.

For farmers who want to learn, the 
Abraham Baldwin College at Tifton will 
hold a short course on L'rigation on Sep- 
tember 30. Financial and engineering as- 
pects will be discussed. as well as what 
crops are suitable. 


Irrigation is not a simple thing, and for 
those planning to bring water to their 
crops next year instead of waiting on 
fickle rains, now is the time to start. 


The course is under the auspices of the 
agricultural extension service of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and Abraham Bald- 
win College is one of the units of the uni- 


versity system. This is a fine example of 


the kind of service the state can render 
in helping its people on etieun the more 
abundant life.

They are looking ahead at 
the Social Security Administration and 
figuring that by that time the New Deal 
agency that will outlive most of the others 
will be quite a baby. 

In fact, writes Rep. Harold C. Ostertag 
(R NY), it could be in somewhat of a 
crisis. 

“Within three generations,” says Rep. 
Ostertag, “‘social security will be the larg- 
est single domestic program.in our na- 
tional life. It will cost more than our en- 
tire Federal Government costs today, aside 
from national defense. 

“This is not alarmist talk ... Our job, 
therefore, is to see that it works equitably 
and that it does the job for which it was 
intended ... Social security is no gravy 
train.”

On the contrary, he said, the 
average person who reaches 65 in 
the year 1954 is. physically, men- 
tally, economically and socially in 
much better condition — ‘‘young- 
er’’ — than when 65 was selected 
as the standard retirement age 
when the social security program 


. was set up 18 years ago. 


“The government in its attitude 
towards social security is at least 
suggesting, and. many times forc- 
ing, a premature retirement,” he 


said. ‘‘The original idea of social 
security — to keep people away 
from the poorhouse — has been 


lost sight of, and somehow the idea 
has crept in that social security 
is an adjunct to retirement funds. 
So now to enjoy this luxury it is 
necessary for people to lay down 
their tools and let their skills grow 
rusty starting at the age of 65. 

“Time and social security ex- 
perience itself are proving how 
wrong this concept was. The aver- 
age age at which American citi- 
zens claim their first social securi- 
ty pension check is 69!”’ 

The life insurance industry, Dr. 
Anderson said, should ‘‘avoid' por- 
traying retirement as an ideal, and 
instead promote the view that the 
older person can add years to his 
life by keeping busy in gainful oc- 
cupation of his own choosing — 
happy, active, possessed of his self- 
respect, yet free from financial

perience, Americans are already 
close to the average of 70 fully 
active and productive years. An- 
ticipated further improvements in 
health may eventually put that fig- 
ure as high as 75 years, which 
could well be followed by a fur- 
ther extended span of partial ac- 
tivity.” 

He quoted from a survey of pol- 
icyholders regarding their retire- 
ment aims, made by Northwestern 
National Life in 1951. Only 24 per 
cent of the policyholders questioned 
wanted to retire to a life of com- 
plete ease; 39 per cent wanted to 
be financially able to reduce their 
working hours or shift into some 
lighter occupation, and 37 per cent 
wanted to keep right on working 
at their present jobs, falling back 
on their retirement income only 
when physically and mentally un- 
able to hold those jobs any longer.

friends, graduates from. W est 
Point in the class of ’53. One was 
from Ohio, the other from Geor- 
gia. One was 32, the other 26. 


When it became evident, even 
as far as the West Coast, that 
Southerners were priming their 
guns, the Northerner on Alcatraz 
advised his brother-in-arms not 
to go back home and fight for the 
South. Why not stay out West and 
sit the war out? But the Georgian 
didn't listen. When his state se- 
ceded, he went with it. 

The elder of the friends who 
went separate ways from Alca- 
traz was James Birdseye Mc- 
Pherson, killed in southeast At- 
lanta July:22, 1864. The other was 
Edward Porter Alexander, native 
of Washington, Ga., and after 
1861 successively chief of the sig- 
nal corps, of ordnance and of ar- 
tillery in the Army of Northern 
Virginia. 

After Appomattox, E. P. Alex- 
ander taught engineering at the 
University of South Carolina, then 
he became president of the Geor- 
gia Railroad & Banking Co. Fi- 
nally, he took up rice planting 
and duck hunting in the Savannah 
River marsh country. Pres. 
Grover Cleveland was once an 
Alexander guest on a hunting ex- 
cursion. Gen. Alexander died in 
Savannah in 1910. 

At Camp Gordon today a new 
museum and auditorium will be 
dedicated as “Alexander Hall.’’ 
The name honors a great Georgia 
soldier. For another reason it is 
fitting, Camp Gordon is the Sig- 
nal Corps Training Center. And 
Gen. E. P. Alexander shares hon- 
ors with Gen. Albert J.. Myer as 
founder of signaling and the 
corps. 

Myer was an Army man whose 
tour of duty in Texas. made him 
enthusiastic about visual signal- 
ing. He worked out a flag signal 
code and succeeded in selling the 
idea to his superiors. Edward P. 
Alexander, not long out of West 
Point, was assigned to work with 
Myer. They worked out the fa- 
miliar wig-wag system, standby 
for field communications until the 
walkie-talkie came along. 

A famous Georgia wig-wag, by 
the way, was that of Sherman

persons are living longer and 


longer. An exactness may be 
given this statement by referring 
to the work of tht U.S. Depart- 
ment of Census. The proportion 
of over-65 persons in the popula- 
tion now is double that of the year 
1900. At the turn of the century, 
4.1 per cent of the population was 
older than 65. By mid-century 
this percentage had risen to 8.2. 

Those statistics are relatively 
mild ones, hardly calculated to 
knock one off his analytical rock- 
er. But comes now a situation of 
a much more complex nature. 


In front of me is a mimeo- 
graphed sheet entitled ‘‘Deaths 
and Death Rates (per 100,000 pop- 
ulation) From Specified Causes, 
in Georgia, for the Years: 1850, 
1860, 1870, 1880, 1890, 1900, 1930, 
1940, 1950 and 1953.”’ 

That title is what one might call 
an exact one. There is no room 
for misunderstanding about the 
nature of the assembled material.

In 1850 Georgia’s death rate 
from typhoid was 557 per 100,00; 
this past year it was exactly 
zero. Malaria dropped from a 
rate of 185 per 100,000 in 1850 to 
a rate of 2 last year. Scarlet 
fever carried away 202 per 100,000 
in» 1850; last year it claimed no 
victims. Whooping cough dropped 


from 385 to 6 and diphtheria 


from 344 to 20. 
One of the great dramas has 


been the advance against tuber- 


culosis. Only 34 years ago, in 
1920, the death rate from this dis- 


ease was 2,362 per 100,000; last 
year the rate had plummeted to 


438. Pneumonia was a scourge as 


recently as 1920. The rate that 
year was 2,766. Now it is down 


to 1,001.
